FROM THE METROPOLIS. 


Suspension of Navigation on the 
Mudsoa—Tbe Hrookiyn Piastere 
erse-The War Cloud Thickens— 
Naval Concentration at Key West 
--A Peaceful Solution Foree 
shadowed by the Times. 

NEW YORK, Nov. 26.—Navigation 
on the Hudson to Albany is suspen- 
ded. Steamers have gone into win- 
ter quarters. This is the earliest 
closing during the present century. 

Under orders from the Union, the 
Brooklyn plasterers have stopped un- 
tilemployees guarantee four dollars 
per day for the winter. The employ- 
ees generally refuse. 

A dispateh to the Hera/d says: “On 
Tuesday evening Robeson received 
information which quickened, if pos- 
sible, the activity in his department 
in preparing fora crisis. The orders 
are peremptory and plenary powers 
were issued by the Secretary to 
the Chiefs of Bureaus to put the navy 
in the best possible condition with- 
out awaiting for the approval of the 
Secretary. The next orders issued 
were to Rear Adiniral Case, comman- 
ding the European squadron, to leave 
butone ship at Cadiz,and proceed with 
the other vessels under full steam to 
Key West. Dispatches were then 
prepared for Rear Admirals comman- 
ding the South Pacifie and South At- 
lantic stations, which are now on 
their way to order all vessels 
of their fleets to Key West 
understeam and report to the navy 
department at that point. 

A telegram was sent to the com- 
mander of the East India squadron 
informing him of the gravity of the 
situation, and to issue orders at once 
to eyery vessel of the fleet to prepare 
for any emergency. 

Per contra the Zimes in a double 
leaded editorial says: ‘‘ We have 
reason to believe negotiations with 
Spain have assumed a shape which 
places the prospect of war at a much 
greater distance than was the case on 
yesterday.”

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Statistical Report of the Departe- 


ment of Agriculture for the Month’ 


of November. 


WASHINGTON, Nov. 26.—The -No- 
vember statistical report of the De- 
partment of Agriculture, now in 
press, makes a showing of the corn 
product quite as unfavorable as that 
which forecasted the short crop of 
1899. The preliminary report of the 
aggregate quantity in that year indi- 
cated a total of eight hundred and 
seventy-.our millions less than the 
estimate for the large crop of 1870, 
and the present returns point to a 

roduct of about eight hundred and 

tty-eight millions. The estimate of 
last year’s crop of Illinois was two 
hundred and seventeen millions. 
The estimate of the crop is one hun- 
dred and thirty-two millions. Only 
six States show a crop equal to last 
pam, viz: Virginia, Georgia, Flor- 
da, West Virginia, Oregon and 
Rhode Island. The per centage of 
deficiency in the principal corn grow- 
ing section, in comparison with the 
total product of last year, is as fol- 
lows : 

Kentucky 4 per cent.; Ohio 11; In- 
diana 22; Illinois 39; lowa 28; Mis- 
souri 32; Kansas 31; the deticiency 
for New York is 8 per cent., and 16 
for Pennsylvania. In most of the 
Southern States the crops are smaller 
than that of last year. A direct com- 
parison is made between the total 

roduct of grain in each county in 
S72 and 1873. Having for its elements 
both the comparative yield and the 
extent of area, the cotton reports of 
November, unlike those of compara- 
tive condition earlier in the season 
make exact estimates of the expected 
crop in each county stated in the form 
of a per centage of last year’s crop. 
The aggregate of these estimates va- 
ries but little from 370,000 bales. 

The season for packing has been 
unusually fine thus far, yet the result 
may be modified by an exceptionably 
favorable season iu the latter part of 
November and in December or by 
storms aifecting injuriously the sav- 
ing of the top crops. The State per 
centages in comparison with last 


year are calculated as follows: North 


Carolina 92, Georgia 97, Florida 97, 
Alabama 91, Mississippi 85, Louisi- 
rennessee 102.

THIRD DAY. 


Argument in the Swasey Suit--Will 
the State’s Stock im the North 
Carolina Road be Sold te-An 
Interesting aad Impore- 
tant Case. 

The Court met at 10 o’clock, pur- 
suant to adjournment, Judges Bond 
and Brooks, presiding. 

The Petit Jury were called and 
discharged until 10 o’clock Friday. 

The District Attorney, R. C. Bad- 
ger, Esq., announced tne continuance 
of the cases of the United States vs. 
G. W. Norwood, Glancus Hancock 
and Henry A. Reams, 

The Court called the case of A. H. 
Swasey vs, the North Carolina Rail- 
road and others, whereupon Hon. F. 
Carroll Brewster, of Philadelphia, 
counsel for plaintiff, announced a 
motion to sell the stock of the State 
in the Road for the purpose of pay- 
ing the accrued interest on the bonds 
issued to buy the stock. Mr. Drew- 
ster supported his motion in an argu- 
ment at some length, and made a fine 
impression on the bar, the Court and 
the bystanders by his impressive and 
forcible manner as a speaker as_ well 
as by the ability of his argument. 

He was replied to by Judge Battle, 
John Gatling, Esq., and Hon. W. N. 
H. Smith in very able arguments. 
In the afternoon, R. C. Badger, Esq., 
followed in behalf of the Plaintitt 
inashort but strong and _ forcible 
speech, and then Mr. Brewster con- 
cluded the discussion. 

The object of the Swasey suit is to 
condemn the dividends to the State 
from the N. C. R. it., in order to pay 
interest upon the bonds of the State 
issued for the construction of that 
road. These bonds are not due 
until the year 1883-’4. The State’s 
stock in the Road is pledged for 
the payment of the principal of 
these nds—dividends that may 
accrue from the stock are agreed 
to be applied to payment of their 
interest. About ,000 of interest 
is now due. 

The Piaintiff seeks to have sold the 
State’s stock in the Road, which is 
pledged for the payment of the State’s 
certificates of debt incurred in the 
purchase of the stock. 

The counsel for the plaintiff argued 
that the pledge of stock for the pay- 
ment of the Lage ee of the debt is 
in law a pledge for the payment of 
the irterest also; that the interest is 
an incident of the principal, and 
when due is treated in equity just as 
the principal. 

And that while this is so generally, 

et in this particular case the pledge 
s to secure the payment of “‘ the said 
certificates of debt,’’ and those certifi- 
cetes of debt are made up of the bond 
for the principal and the coupons for 
interest. 

That the additional clause of the act 
requiring any dividends that may be 
declared on the stoek to be applied to 


tirely superfiuous, as the pledges of 
the stock would always be entitled to 
draw the dividends and apply them 
to keeping down the interest without 
any such clause. 

n the question whether the State 
can be sued, => said that Sovereigns 
generally could not be sued, yet in 
many cases they are suable, and 
quoted a multitude of decisions of 
ioreign courts to sustain their posi- 
tion. They likewise referred to some 
admiralty and other cases of the 
United States Courts to the same 
effect. But in this case they held 
that the State was not a party to the 
suit—that it was not necessary for 
her to be a party—that the proceed- 
ing was to sella pledge forthe debt 
constituting a lien upon it, which 
was a proceeding in rem—against the 
thing, and not a suit against the 
pledger. 

That the legal title to the stock 
was notin the State, and therefore 
the State was nota necessary party. 
They stated that the shares had 
never been issued to the State--and 
that if they were to be cousidered as 
in the hands of any body as a trustee, 
they were in the hands of the Rail- 
road Company, and the Railroad 
Company was a defendant. 

The counsel for the defendants, on 
the other hand denied that the 
pledge of the State for the princi- 
pal of the debt included the interest 
—-and held that the express provision 
that the dividends should go to pay 
the interest—and if this source should 
‘ail, then that the Treasurer should 
pay the interest out of any funds in 
the Treasury—excluded the idea that 
the stock was to be sold for the pay- 
ment of the interest. 

What the contract was you are to 
look to the «ii vidends and the money 
in the Treasury for the payment of 
the interest—end to the stock for the 

ayment of the principal. They re- 


exclusio alterius.” 

They agreed that ‘fit would be in- 
convenient” for the stock to be soid 
by this Court, where the State had 
no voice to pay the coupons for inter- 
est, Which might be held by A., B. 
and C., and hereafter for D., E. and 
F., to present the bonds in 1883 when 
due and ask the State for the stock 
which we bad pledged to pay the 
principal. ‘They denied the in- 
terest being part due because a part 
of the principal—and argued that the 
stock could not be sold till 1883. 

But further, said they, this Court 
can make no order sale because 
the State is nota party. She had the 
legal title to this stock, and no Court 
in the history of the world has ever 


ordered the sale of property unless 
the holder of the 1 title was a party 
to the suit. 


This is an imperfect mortgage—or 
a declaration of trust, and not a mere 
pledge. What would the sale amount 
to 


?

| fore this stock can be sold, the State 


must be in Court to be barred by the 
judgment of the Court. But in fact, 
you can not bring the State in Court, 
that is denied to the Court. 

On the whole, we think, as far as 
we have ability to decide, that the 
points made by the Defendants were 
well sustained: that the State is not 
a party tothe suit, and can not be 
made a party, and that the Court 
should make no order of sale with- 
out having before it all the parties in 
interest—especially that party hold- 
ing the legal title.

DHE RALEIGH NEws will observe 


Thanksgiving Day, and therefore no 
paper will be issued to-morrow. 


THE Circuit Court in this city is 
now engaged in the consideration of 
the injunction case, brought by AL- 
FRED SELF e¢ al. vs. D. A. JENKINS, 
Public Treasurer of North Carolina. 
The importance of the suit and the 
array of legal talent engaged on both 
sides are attracting unusual interest. 
The features of this case have been 
dwelt on at great length through 
these columns and we presume they 
are familiar to our readers. 


Hon. REVERDY JOHNSON publish- 
es in the Baltimore Gazette his opin- 
ion of the Virginiuscase. He thinks 
the seizure was illegal, because our 
Government has always insisted that 
‘‘an American vessel regularly docu- 
mented and carrying our flag, can- 
not in time of peace, be visited or 
searched on the high seas.’’ Mr. 
JOHNSON says: 

“It was mainly for the violation 
of this doctrine that the war of 1812 
with England was declared ; and al- 
although the termination of that war 
the claim of England was not for- 
mally renounced it was practically 
abandoned, an has never since been 
acted upon. The immunity of a 
vessel carrying the necessary docu- 
mentary papers and flag rests upon 
the theory that the ocean is open to 
all alike, and that the vessel of any 
nation while on that element is, in 
contemplation of law, a part of its 
national territory, and as exempt 
from invasion as the soil itself. In 
support of this proposition, he refers 
to the Treaty of Washington of 1842, 
the message of President TyYLER,and 
the correspondent between Mr. WEB- 
STER and Lord ABERDEEN.”’ 


Mr. JOHNSON says it will be no 
justification of the capture that the 
object of the enterprise was to render 
assistance to the Cuban insurgents. 
“Tf that was the case, the offense 
ut the time of the capiure was a vio- 
lation of the neutrality laws of the 
United States, and not of the sover- 
eignty of Spain, and the United 
States alone possessed jurisdiction 
over the subject.”’ 

Mr. JoHNSON thinks that the Vir- 
ginius was as much under the pro- 
tection of our Government as if she 
had been in the harbor of New York 
—that Spain had no right to carry 
the vessel into a Spanish port—and 
that the atrocities committed on the 
crew and passengers of the ill-fated 
steamer were without justification or 
excuse. 


Salvini as Othello. 

Ina brief refcrence to the great 
Italian actor, Salvini, whom we had 
the pleasure of hearing in Philadel- 
phia, we intimated that we might 
again refer to the subject. 

We see from the Philadelphia pa- 
pers that he returned to that city 
after filling an engagement in Balti- 
more, and gave two performances last 
week—one in which he played the 
Gladiator, and the other Othello. It 
was in the latter play we heard him, 
and itisin that he has won the 
reputation of being the greatest actor 
that the age has yet produced. 

Until SALVINI’s visit to America, 
FoREST was regarded as the best per- 
sonator of OTHELLO, but those who 
have heard both SaLvini and For- 
EST award the palm of excellence to 
the former. 

The following from the Philadel- 
phia Evening Bulletin expresses the 
popular judgment as to the merits of 
the two actors as Othello, but of 
course some of FOREST’S special ad- 
mirers and personal friends contend 
for the superiority of their favorite, 
anda few disinterested persons may 
agree with them: 

“The charge of extravagance that 
has been brought against the journals 
which have eulogized Saivini in very 
strong terms, will not hold good. 
When we asserted, for instance, that 
his representation of Othello was the 
best that had been given upon the 
American stage, at least in this gen- 
eration, the statement was made 
in cold blood as the deliberate 
opinion of a journal which has 
criticised all the great Othel- 
los, and which, so far from hav- 
ing any special prejudice in favor of 
Salvini, had always contended that 
Mr. Forest was far the ablest 
recent personator of that character. 
The opinion that Salvini’s Othello is 
the best, was the result of the action 
of an unbiased judgment, and that 
opinion is shared, we are glad to say, 
by most of the intelligent persons 
who have witnessed the performance, 
and by nearly the entire press of this 
city and of New York. The gift of 
genius was conferred upon both 
men, and each shaped a theory for 
himself. Whatever the respective 
value of the two theories, there is 
hardly room to doubt that Salvini’s 
method of presenting his conception.

And the Philadelphia Jnguirer, in 
noticing Salvini’ssecond visit to Phil- 
adelphia, has this to say of his per- 
sonation of Othello:

perfect whole ; invested it: with the | 
potent charm ofa common humanity,

and elevated it by the greatness of 
his art to a place among the choicest 
possessions of the stage.  * 

We wish it were possible to give 
those who have not-yet seen Salvini’s 
Othello some adequate idea of what 
it is when seen.* for us that is 
not possible. We should fail either 
to satisfy ourselves or the reader. 
Where might language be found, or 
how chosen, to descri mers | the 
large, generous, soldierly nature of 
the Moor; the reluctance of his fatal 
belief; the restraint of his passion ; 
the slowness of his anger, and the 
swiftness of his revenge? What 
words could tell the kingly dignity 
of that simple wave of the hand, as 
he says— 


| “ Keep up your bright swords, for the dew 


will rust them ;” 

» polished courtesy of his bearing 
before the Senate ; the heart-broken 
recital of the Farewell ”’ 
the tiger-like rage with which he 
springs upon Jago; the awful cry of 
remorse as he falls upon the body of 
Desdemona, or the pathetic hopeless- 
ness of his closing speech to Cassio 
and his comrades. 

The “Farewell”? soliloquy is per- 
haps the most successful exam le that 
ever was seen of expressing the very 
spirit of a reflective emotion where 
the words themselves are unintelligi- 
ble. A sentiment which springs trom 
passion may be readily depicted on 
the face, but how difficult to eatch 
and portray the emotion which arises 
from a deep-centred ideal suggestion. 
The actor not only succeeded in 
arousing the audience to a full con- 
ception of the beauty of this cele- 
brated passage, but revealed in it a 
far greater depth of poetic trath and 
intensity than we had ever betore 
found tuere. Others have made It 
the gloomy lament of a wounded 
leart: he makes it the despairing cry 
of a broken one.’’ 


More Pacific. 

Yesterday’s dispatches indicate 
that the war feeling against Spain is 
somewhat on the decline. While 
active efforts are being made to put 
the navy on a strong war footing, 
there seems no disposition on the 
part of our Government to do any- 
thing more. There have been fre- 
quent meetings of the Cabinet re- 
cently, but if anything of a decisive 

nature has been agreed on, it has not 
been made public. These Cabinet 
meetings have been attended by all 
the members except Mr. RoBESON, 
Secretary of the Navy, who is in 
Philadelphia, superintending certain 
naval preparations going on at that 
point. The President has very pru- 
dently kept his own counsel and that 
of his advisers from the newspaper 
reporters, so that the public¢ is in the 
dark as to the purposes of the Ad- 
ministration, or the individual views 
of any member of the Cabinet. 

The President has no power to de- 
clare war against a foreign nation, 
and can only call for troops to sup- 
press insurrections or repel invasions ; 
but it cannot be denied that in the 
present temper of the public mind, 
Congress, when it meets on the first 
Monday in December, will beinclined 
to endorse almost any warlike meas- 
ures thatthe President’s message nay 
recommend as necessary to vindicate 
the honor and rights of the Govern- 
ment, and to protect the lives of 
American citizens. 

The excitement which was pro- 
duced by accounts concerning the 
Virginius tragedy seems to be grad- 
ually subsiding After the passions 
cool, if no fresh outrages are commit- 
ted, the country will be in a more 
favorable condition to consider the 
matter in the light of duty and inter- 
national law. It is always unsafe to 
(ake counsel of our impulses rather 
than calm judgment, especially in a 
mioiter of such grave importance asa 
uestion of peace or War. 

It is not likely that much heed 
will be paid to the rash counsels of 
such journals as the New York Jler- 
aid, Will it net be better to wait 
until Spaia refuses to accede to the 
just demands of the Goveriment 
after a full investigation of the Vir- 
ginius outrage, before plunging reck- 
lessly into war with a foreign power, 
Which although distracted by a civil 
insurrection at home, has a navy far 
superior to that of the United States? 

While we have no coubt that our 
Government would be able to tri- 
umph in the end, in case a war with 
Spain shall ensue, yet it will not be 
such an easy triumph as many im- 
avine, and the contest may be pro- 
tracted for several years. 

The announcement yesterday that 
the Spanish Ministry at Madrid was 
in direct communication with Secre- 
tary FIsH, gives a more hopeful turn 
to affairs. The storm may yet blow 
over without a war.

Lite Decision. 
The following important decision 
was recently rendered by the Circuit 
Court of the United States for the 
Western District of Tennessee : 


CIRCUIT COURT OF THE UNITED 
STATES FOR THE WESTERN DIS- 
TRICT OF TENNESSEE. 

W. E. Tait et al, Heirs of Dr. Samuel 
Bond, deceased, vs. New York Life 
Insurance Company. Commons, J. 
A policy of insurance which indem- 

nifies a publicenemy against loss in 
time of war is unlawful; and where 
entered into before hostilities, is abro- 
gated when they occur. The rela- 
tions it establishes are illegal between 
belligerents. 

Where a life polley provides that it 
shall be void upon the non-payment 
of premiums within the time pre- 
scribed, such payment is a condition 
precedent; time is of the essence of 
contract, and there can be no recovery 
if punctual payment is omitted. 

here the performance of a condi- 
tion precedent becomes unlawful, or 
by the act of God, impossible, this 
will not authorize a recovery upon 
the contract without performance. 

Such case distinguished from thosein 

which subsequent impossibility and 

illegality are relied upon as adefence. 

A contract of insurance, the con- 
tinuance of which depends upon the 
election and acts of the insured, is 
not like a debt, the obligation of 
which is absolute, and which is sus- 
pended only by war. 

The relations between the members 
of a corporation for mutual insurance 

resent all the evils and are dissolved 

y war for the same reasons as those 
between ordinary copartners. 

The reasons for the dissolution of 
executory contracts by war are not 
alone that such contracts involve 
inter-communion across the hostile 
lines, or that they relate to property 
liable to capture; but more especially 
because their execution increases the 
resources of the enemy. 

A Court of Equity has no authority 
to decree the specific periormance of 
an agreement in favor of a party who 
has failed to perform a condition 
which is of the essence of the con- 
tract, although prevented by its be- 
coming subsequently illegal or im- 
possible by act of God. 

A Court of Equity will not relieve 
a party from the effect of omitting to 
perform an act, although the omis- 
sion was caused by subsequent ille- 
gality or impossibility arising from 
the act of God, where such act was 
mnerely optional, and the other party 
had no right to enforce its periorm- 
ance. 

The agency of one representing an 
Insurance Company, authorized to 
receive premiums and renew policies, 
becomes unlawlul when the insured 
and insurer become public enemies.

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A QUEER ConTroversy.— There is 
a controversy at Omaha between the 
Union Pacifie R. R. Company and the 
Pullman Palace Car Company, grow- 
ing out of the construction the par- 
ties place upon the contract existing 
between them. Mr. Sickles, the su- 
perintendent of the railroad compa- 
ny, insist that the company is not 


bound to haul the Pullman cars un- 


less their occupants pay at least one 


railroad fare for every berth occupied 
by them. It came to the knowledge 
of Mr. Sickles that one passenger who 
had one railroad ticket was allowed 
to appropriate a whole section, and 
the drawing-rooms on the cars had fre- 
qently been appropriated to single in- 
dividuals. Mr. Sickles has informed 
Mr. Bennett, who represents the 
Pullman company at Omaha, that no 
sleeping car can go over that 
unless the diagram is first exhibited 
to him, and shows that the car Is nec- 
essary to accommodate passengers. 
Mr. Poppleton, who is the attorney 
for the railway company, advises Mr. 
Sickles that the contract warrants 
him in making the claim, and Mr. 
Bennett is advised by his counsel 
that the law is just the other way. 
The lawyers will have fat fees for as- 
sisting the ies in asserting their 
elaims in the courts, if matters are 
not accommodated. At last accounts 
both sides were stubbornly contest- 
ing the int. An arrangement 
might be made for the business to go 
on as ususal, with an understanding 
that the accounts shall be settled be- 
tween the parties according to the 
ultimate decision of the courts.—.,f, 
Louis Democrat. 


LENT’s Crrcus DISBANDs.—Lent’s 
New York circus disbanded in At- 
lanta, Ga., on the 18tii inst., and the 
stock will be wintered there. The 
Atlanta Herald thus explains the 
difficulties: ‘“The reason they assign 
for their failure, or rather suspension, 
is the scarcity of money throughout 
the South. The manager said that 
they had met with very heavy losses 
during the last six weeks, and as 
matters continued to get worse rather 
than improving, they knew if they 

rsisted in runuing the show, wit 

ily expenditures of from 31,200 to 
$1,500, that ruin was inevitable; 
hence they decided at Columbus to 
disband and to gointo winter quarters 
here. A portion of his performers 
will stay in the city all winter. 
Thirty-five left last night for New 
York over the Kennesaw route. Their 
disbanding only amounts to a tem- 
porary suspension. They now pro- 
pose reorganizing next March and 
commencing their spring tour from 
this point.”’
